2. ACCORDING TO RPF NORTH AMERICAN REPRESENTATIVE CLAUDE 
DUSAIDI, THE RPF SEES LITTLE HOPE OF SUBSTANTIVE 
NEGOTIATIONS AT ARUSHA BEFORE CHRISTMAS AND IS WONDERING 
WHETHER THE TALKS SHOULDN'T BE SUSPENDED. THEY WOULD BE 
WILLING TO SET A DATE TO MEET AGAIN RIGHT AFTER THE NEW 
YEAR. IN CONTRAST TO CONVERSATIONS WITH DESK OFFICER IN 
NOVEMBER, HE EXPRESSED NO ANXIETY OVER THE ADDITIONAL 
DELAY. (COMMENT: NEITHER THE RPF NOR THE GOR WANTS TO 
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RISK CRITICISM FOR STOPPING THE TALKS DESPITE THEIR LACK 
OF SUBSTANCE. THE OBSERVERS AND NEGOTIATORS MAY NEED TO 
SUGGEST A PAUSE FOR FACE SAVING PURPOSES. END COMMENT.) 

3. DUSAIDI ALSO COMMENTED THAT THERE HAS BEEN UNOFFICIAL 
DISCUSSION WITHIN THE RPF OF GRANTING CABINET PORTFOLIOS 
TO THE CDR IF IT PUBLICLY RENOUNCES VIOLENCE AND STOPS ITS 
VIOLENT ACTS AND SECTARIANISM. TO BRING THE CDR INTO THE 
TRANSITION GOVERNMENT BEFORE IT MEETS THESE CONDITIONS, 
HOWEVER, WOULD BE TO VIOLATE THE ARUSHA PROTOCOL ON THE 
RULE OF LAW WHICH PROHIBITS "POLITICAL IDEOLOGIES BASED ON 
ETHNICITY." THE RPF HAS SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED AN EARLIER 
SUGGESTION BY DAS JOHN BYERLY THAT MEMBERS OF THE 
TRANSITION LEGISLATURE BE REQUIRED TO TAKE AN OATH 
ESCHEWING VIOLENCE AND ETHNICITY. 
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
